that the firm’s structural shops
would be more than 500 feet
south of Monterey.

Developers of the land will
build a 60-foot roadway south
of the plant to accomodate em-
ploye and truck traffic, the
council was told, and only ex-
ecutive and visitor traffic
would use Monterey.
